What 
we’re  trying  to  do  is  really  arouse 
your  interest  in  US,”  exclaimed 
Howard  Rainer,  a recent  convert  to 
the  Church. 

Elaborating  upon  discrimination 
at  the  Y,  Dr.  Stagner  said  that 
many  Lamanites  are  disillusioned 
by  this  university. 

“We  are  aware  that  there  are 


many  people  on  this  campus 
interested  in  our  problems,”  Dr. 
Stagner  continued.  “But  these 
people  represent  isolated 
individuals— rather  than  a coherent 
program  in  our  behalf.” 

Howard  explained  that  it  isn’t 
enough  for  people  speaking  from 
podiums  to  say,  “We  love  you.” 


The  only  way  to  really  love  us,’ 
he  added,  “is  to  get  to  know  us.  I’ve 
been  here  for  three  and  a half  years 
and  I’ve  never  heard  a General 
Authority  ^y  anything  at  forum  or 
Devotional  about  really  learning 
how  to  relate  better  to  minority 
groups.” 

“If  Mormons  are  going  out  on 
missions  converting  “foreigners,” 
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Howard  continued,  “then  those 
Mormons  had  better  get  ready  to 
accept  these  people  into  full 
fellowship.” 

CHANGES  ADVOCATED 

Some  specific  changes  advocated 
by  panel  members  include : 

1.  A definite  statement  of 
support  be  made  by  the 
Administration. 

2.  A course  on  minorities  (such 
as  Sociology  410)  become  a basic 
requirement. 

3.  Forums  be  established  where 
problems  of  relating  to  minorities 
at  BYU  can  be  discussed,  and 
where  the  university’s  progress  in 
this  area  can  be  analyzed.

Eshkol  Dies  . . . 


Power  Fight  Erupts  In  Israel 


JERUSALEM  (AP)-The  death 
of  Prime  Minister  Levi  Eshkol  has 
thrown  Israel  into  an  internal 
power  struggle  at  one  of  the  most 
critical  times  in  the  20-year  history 
of  the  state.  Some  Arabs  fear  the 
passing  of  Eshkol  will  turn  loose 
the  hawks. 

As  border  incidents  have 
recently  escalated  to  alarming 
proportions,  Eshkol’s  death  from  a 
heart  attack  Wednesday  was 
expected  to  open  the  floodgates  to 
a tide  of  political  infighting.  Eshkol 
was  73. 

For  the  time  being-until  the 
official  period  of  mourning  ends 
after  at  least  seven  days-Deputy 
Prime  Minister  Yigal  Allon,  an 
Oxford-educated  former  major 
general,  is  in  charge. 


But  the  Knesset,  Israel’s 
parliament,  must  elect  a new 
government  to  run  the  country 
until  the  national  elections  in 
November.  Obviously,  whoever 
holds  the  premiership  over  these 
months  will  be  heavily  favored  to 
stay  in  power  for  a full  term  of  four 
years. 

THREE  CANDIDATES 
There  are  three  main  candidates; 
Allon,  Defense  Minster  Moshe 
Dayan  and  former  Fore^n  Minister 
Golda  Meir,  once  a Milwaukee 
teacher.  Israel’s  ambassador  to  the 
United  States,  Yitzhak  Rabin,  is 
probably  an  outsider,  believed  to 
be  unpopular  with  the  army  high 
command. 

Allon,  50,  and  Dayan,  53,  were 
comrades  in  arms  during  Israel’s

Committee,  Dr.  Durham  will  speak 
at  1 1 a.m.  on  the  first  topic  and 
1:15  p.m.  on  the  second. 

Assuming  the  presidency  of 
Arizona  State  University  in  1960, 
Dr.  Durham  had  to  deal  with  the 
problems  of  a rapidly-growing 
school.  Since  1960,  the  university 
has  grown  from  10,640  to  23,277. 
During  his  presidency  Arizona 
State  added  colleges  in  fine  arts, 
architecture,  nursing,  law,  and  a 
graduate  school  of  social  service 
administration. 

Shortly  after  arriving  in  Tempe, 
the  suburb  of  Phoenix  where 
Arizona  State  is  located.  Dr. 
Durham  began  a campa^n  to  grant 
students  a greater  role  in 
determining  programs  and  policies 
of  the  university.  To  do  this,  he  has 
tried  to  increase  student 
representation  on  various 
university  policy  committees. 

Before  accepting  the  presidency 
at  Arizona  State,  Dr.  Durham 
served  as  chairman  of  the  Political 
Science  Dept,  and  academic 
vice-president  at  his  alma-mater, 
the  University  of  Utah.  He  has  also 
served  at  Utah  State  University, 
Swarthmore  College  and 
University  of  California  at  Los 
A ngeles. 


war  of  independence.  For  some 
months  now  they  have  been  bitter 
rivals  for  the  top  job . 

Informed  political  sources 
favored  Mrs.  Meir,  who  is  70,  as  a 
compromise.  Her  health,  on  her 
own  admission,  has  been  poor  and 
it  was  by  no  means  certain  she 
would  accept  the  task. 

Mn.  Meir,  although  holding  a 
strong  respect  for  Dayan,  dislikes 
him  and  would  support  Allon.  The 
powerful  Labor  party  would  also 
fight  to  keep  Dayan  out.  But  the 
swashbuckling  patch-eyed  war 
hero  can  claim  powerful  popular 
support. 

NO  CHANGE 

Israel’s  foreign  policies  and  its 
relations  with  the  Arabs  were 
unlikely  to  undergo  any  traumatic 
change  whoever  takes  power. 
Sources  said  Allon,  Dayan  and  Mrs. 
Meir  have  been  in  general 
agreement  on  at  least  this  aspect  of 
the  nation’s  affairs. 

Although  they  were  widely 
tabbed  as  hawks  they  have  all  said 
Israel  must  give  up  some  occupied 
territory  for  the  sake  of  peace 
while  they  differ  on  what  parts. 

All  three  again,  will  be  driven  to  a 
certain  extent  by  the  mood  of  the 
country  in  dealing  with  Arab 
military  activity.  And  that  mood 
has  been  a tough  one  since 
guerrillas  attacked  an  El  A1  plane  in 
Zurich  and  bombed  a Jerusalem 
supermarket  last  week.

INTELLIGENT  VOTE 
Editor: 

On  Wednesday,  Feb.  19,  1969, 
an  editorial  stated  that  “the 
Senate  ...  in  1 963  was  replaced  by 
the  Assembly.”  From  your  own 
paper,  March  2,  1965,  “Revised 
Constitution  to  meet  Student 
Vote.”  That  constitution  abolished 
the  senate. 

I was  a member  of  the  ASBYU 
cabinet  that  drafted  the  above 
constitution.  The  reason  for 
abolishing  the  Senate  was  not 
because  it  was,  “over-oriented 
toward  special  interests”.  It  was,  in 
fact,  the  lack  towards  special 
interest-orientation  that  caused  the 
creation  of  the  Assembly.  The 
Assembly  would  centralize 
co-ordination  so  that  a 
de-centralization  of  activites  and 
participation  would  be  created, 
thus  a more  favorable  social 
environment. 

With  an  Assembly  and  an 
Executive  Council  working 
together,  the  student  body’s 
position  was  very  strong  in 
balancing  the  checks  of  the 
administration.  However,  now  we 
are  powerless  and  subject  to  the 
whims  of  advisers  and  their  desire 
to  maintain  their  jobs. 

This  constitution  was 
“rail-roaded”  to  ratification.  It 
passed  only  by  a narrow  margin  of 
a minority  of  voters. 

In  conclusion,  let  us  not  be 
duped  into  thinking  that  student 
government  is  a farce.  For 
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example,  if  the  voting  age  were 
lowered  to  18,  we  would  then 
comprise  a “city”  of  24,000 
eligible  voters,  which  is  larger  than 
the  average  city  in  the  U.S.  We 
must  take  on  our  responsibility  as 
citizens  of  the  United  States  and  as 
members  of  the  Church  of  Jesus 
Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints.  Please 
vote  intelligently  this  time.

BONN,  Germany 
(AP)-President  Nixon  said 
Wednesday  he  hopes  that  future 
arms  control  talks  between  the 
United  States  and  the  Soviet  Union 
will  also  cover  political  differences. 

West  Germany  leaders  requested 
that  German  reunification  be  part 
of  any  such  agenda,  but  White 
House  press  secretary  Ronald  L. 
Ziegler  said  the  President  indicated 
no  preconditions  would  be  raised. 

In  an  unprecedented  appearance 
before  the  Bundestag,  West 
German’s  parliament,  Nixon  said 
the  power  of  the  Atlantic  alliance 
must  be  preserved.

In  a medical  bulletin  issued  at 
10:40  a.m.  doctors  at  Walter  Reed 
Army  Hospital  said  Eisenhower’s 


postoperative  course  “has  to  date 
followed  the  expected  pattern.” 

Apollo  Delay? 

CAPE  KENNEDY,  Fla. 
(AP)  — Sore  throats  and  stuffed 
noses  plagued  all  three  Apollo  9 
astronauts  Wednesday,  threatening 
a delay  of  Friday’s  planned 
launching  into  earth  orbit. 

The  National  Aeronautics  and 
Space  Administration  said  a 
decision  on  delay  will  be  made  by 
Thursday  morning.  Sources  said  a 
day  or  two  delay  was  almost 
certain. 

NASA  said  Dr.  Charles  A.  Berry, 
chief  astronaut  physician  and  his 
medical  team  “will  observe  the 
crews’  condition  throughout  the 
day  before  making  any 
recommendation  whether  the 
launch  should  be  delayed.”

CORVALLIS  (AP)-Black 
students  began  today  a boycott  of 
classes  at  Oregon  State  University 
with  the  backing  of  the  Student 
Senate. 

Mike  Smith,  president  of  the 
Black  Students  Union,  said  “The 
boycott  is  on.  The  administration 
has  made  no  moves.  The  president 
has  come  out  with  a couple  of 
sentences  but  said  nothing  he 
hasn’t  said  before  and  has  not 
moved  toward  any  action.” 

He  said  the  black  students 
demanded  adoption,  in  its  entirety, 
of  a statement  drafted  by  a 
committee  named  by  the 
administration  and  made  up  of 
both  students  and  faculty. 

That  statement,  presented 
Tuesday  to  President  James 
Jensen,  said  among  other  things, 
“The  university  cannot  justify 
arbitrary  practices  which  disparage 
the  dignity  of  an  individual.” 

The  dispute  was  touched  off  by 
an  order  to  a black  football  player, 
Fred  Milton  of  Richland,  Wash.,  to 


shave  his  mustache  and  short 
beard.  Head  football  coach  Dee 
Andros  told  Milton  to  shave  or  lose 
his  athletic  scholarship  next  year. 
Milton  did  not  shave. 

“They  demand  we  conform  to 
every  WASP  white,  Anglo-Saxon, 
Protestant  cultural  value  and 
ignore  our  own,”  Milton  said. 

The  Student  Senate’s 
endorsement  of  the 
anti-discrimination  statement 
Tuesday  night  was  hailed  by  Smith 
as  endorsement  of  the  boycott. 

John  Fraser,  student  body 
president,  said  today  this  was  so. 

“I  thought  the  senate’s  action 
was  fantastically  significant,” 
Fraser  said. 

However,  he  added,  he  expected 
the  impact  of  the  boycott  of  classes 
to  move  slowly.  “It  will  take  a 
while  to  pick  up  momentum,”  he 
said.  “Human  rights  are  being 
violated  on  the  campus  but  it  is  an 
educational  process  to  point  this 
out  and  it  may  take  a couple  of 
days.”

It’s  now  or  never  for  Coach  Stan 
Watts’  BYU  basketball  machine. 
All  the  marbles  are  on  the  table  for 
tonight’s  game  against  the  New 
Mexico  Lobos  at  Albuquerque  and 
Saturday’s  finale  against 
Wyoming’s  Cowboys  in  that 
well-known  dustbowl  of  the  West, 
Laramie. 

When  the  dust  (remember 
Laramie)  has  cleared  Saturday, 
either  BYU,  the  University  of  Utah 
or  Wyoming  will  be  the  official 
1969  WAC  champions.  There  is 
also  the  possibility  of  two  or 
possibly  all  three  teams  tying  for 
the  title  in  which  case  a playoff 
would  be  in  order. 

Although  BYU  is  currently  tied 
for  the  conference  lead  with  the 
Utah  Redskins  at  5-3,  it  has  the 
unenviable  task  of  having  to  win  on 
the  road,  which  in  WAC  circles  is 
akin  to  taking  on  a charging  rhino 
with  an  unloaded  gun. 

For  this  reason,  the  Cowpokes 
with  their  4-4  mark  must  be  labeled 
as  favorites  to  cop  the  crown  since 
they  face  the  Cougars  and  Redskins 
in  their  own  friendly  confines.  The 
Pokes  ended  the  possibility  of  an 
unprecedented  six-way  tie  for  the 
championship  when  they  beat 
Arizona  in  overtime  on  the  road. 

One  thing  in  the  Cats’  favor  is 
that  they  have  defeated  both  their 
foes  earlier  in  the  season  by 
comfortable  margins.  The  Lobos 
went  down  75-65  and  Wyoming  by 
a 89-78  count. 

Centers  Paul  Ruffner  and  Scott 
Warner  were  big  factors  in  the 
earlier  victories  over  the  Pokes  and 
Lobos,  and  the  way  they  rise  to  the 
occasion  may  well  determine  the 
outcome  of  the  conference  race. 
Wyoming  doesn’t  care  much  for 
Ruffner  when  they  remember  the 
blond  bomber  played  his  finest 
game  against  the  Pokes,  scoring  27 
points  and  grabbing  16  rebounds. 

The  WAC  champ  will  receive  an 
automatic  invitation  to  participate 
in  the  NCAA  tournament  while  the 
runner-up  will  probably  be 
summoned  for  the  National 
Invitational  Toxirnament. 

So,  if  the  Cats  win  one  of  the  two 
road  tilts  they  probably  will  go  see 
post  season  action.  If  not,  it’ll  be 
the  end  of  the  campaign  for  them. 

The  Cougars  will  rest  their  hopes 
on  a balanced  attack  hoping  that- 
one  of  their  six  players  scoring  in 
double  figures  will  have  a hot 
enough  hand  to  carry  them  past 
New  Mexico  and  Wyoming. 

Lately  junior  guard  Doug 
Howard  and  senior  forward  Kari 
Liimo  have  been  the  most  prolific 
in  the  scoring  column.  In  the  last 
four  WAC  contests,  two  against 
Utah  and  against  Arizona  and 


Arizona  State,  Howard  has  broken 
the  20-point  barrier  three  times. 
Liimo  has  scored  the  most  points 
of  any  Cougar  in  a single  WAC 
contest,  3 1 against  Arizona. 

For  Liimo  and  fellow  starters 
Marty  Lythgoe  and  Lynn  Parsons, 
this  year  is  graduation,  and  they 
would  like  to  end  it  with  the  WAC 
crown  residing  in  Provo . 

Reserve  Jim  Miller  could  also  be 
a big  factor  in  the  WAC  outcome  if 
his  mates  get  in  foul  trouble.  This 
applies  to  Jon  Dresser  and  Bob 
Davis,  also. 

One  thing  is  certain,  the  race  for 
the  conference  crown  is  going 


down  to  the  wire  with  three  hungry 
teams  not  about  to  let  anyone  stop 
them.

Cougar  Baseball  Team 
Set  To  Defend  Crown

A bright  spot  in  what  may  be  a 
rather  mediocre  athletic  year  could 
easily  be  the  BYU  baseball  team. 
Coach  Glen  Tuckett  is  very 
optimistic  as  he  looks  ahead  to  the 
upcoming  season. 

His  pitching  staff  is  almost  intact 
with  the  exception  of  Fred 
Caviglia,  a reliever,  and  Marty 
Downen,  who  was  sidelined  with  a 
sore  arm  most  of  the  season  and 
didn’t  see  much  action.  The 
pitching  staff  then  comprises 
Richard  Zinniger,  Ken  Crosby, 
Brad  Meyring,  Duane  Gustafson, 
Dennis  DuNann  and  Mike  McKay, 
that  will  form  the  nucleus  to  which 
may  be  added  members  of  the 
freshman  squad  or  junior  college 
transfers. 

As  for  the  catching  department, 
the  top  prospect  appears  to  be  Tom 
Tikker,  a transfer  from  L.A.  City 
College.  The  main  problem  seems 
to  be  finding  replacements  for 
second  base  and  shortstop.  Coach 
Tuckett  has  moved  Lee  Bergefrom 
his  position  at  third  to  shortstop. 
Berge  is  a good  defensive  player 
and  gets  his  share  of  hits. 

Mike  Knosp  has  moved  from  the 
outfield  to  second  base.  Mike  hit 
well  last  year  and  if  he  measures  up 
defensively  he  can  fill  the  spot.  At 
third  base  is  a newcomer  named 
Folster.  Doug  Howard  will  be  at 
first  again.  The  outfield  consists  of 
Larry  Romney,  Marv  Fairbanks, 
and  a reserve  from  last  year. 
Maxwell. 

The  1969  season  for  BYU  begins 
on  March  13,  when  they  travel  to 
the  West  Coast  for  six  games.  Then 
on  March  29,  the  team  travels  to 
California  for  the  Riverside 
Tournament  as  a tune-up  before 
entering  the  WAC  wars.  After  the 
WAC  competition,  the  team  then 
leaves  for  Fairbanks,  Alaska  on 
June  15,  to  play  in  the  Midnight 
Sun  Tournament. 

Here’s  a capsule  outlook  for  the 
1968  team: 

1 . The  pitching  staff  is  strong 
and  should  be  able  to  put  together 
quite  a few  wins. 

2.  If  Tom  Tikker  fills  in  at 
catcher  as  Coach  Tuckett  hopes,  it 
will  greatly  strengthen  the  team. 
Tikker  must  hit.  Last  year  neither 
BYU  catcher  hit  over  .190  in  WAC 
competition. 

3.  Outfield  is  experienced  and 
hard  hitting. 

4.  Howard  and  Berge  have  a year 
of  experience  and  should  be  good 
defensively.  Howard  needs  to  hit 
more  and  maybe  experience  will 
help  this. 

5. Second  base  and 


shortstop-ah,  there’s  the  rub. 
Replacing  Davis  and  Pullins  will  be 
hard  and  if  a team  is  to  win 
consistently  it  must  be  strong  up 
the  middle. 

6.  There  seems  to  be  a need  for  a 
utility  player  that  can  hit  to  give 
the  bench  more  power. 

While  most  students  were  just 
getting  settled  at  home  last  June, 
Glen  Tuckett  and  his  baseball  team 
were  playing  in  the  College  World 
Series  in  Omaha,  Neb. 

WAC  CHAMPS 

After  winning  the  WAC 
Northern  Division  title,  BYU  was 
the  victor  over  Arizona,  the 
Southern  Division  winner,  in  a 
three  game  series  which  provided 
spectators  with  an  exciting  brand 
of  baseball. 

A series  with  Weber  State  also 
ended  with  BYU  on  top  and 
earning  the  right  to  go  to  the 
College  World  Series  in  Omaha. 

Here  is  where  the  Cougar 
baseballers  ran  into  tough  luck 
along  with  meeting  some  of  the 
finest  college  teams  in  the  nation. 
In  their  opening  game  BYU  met  a 
traditional  rival,  USC.  Ken  Crosby 
pitched  a two-hitter  but  the 
defensive  sprung  leaks  and  the 
game  ended  with  the  score  5-3  in 
favor  of  USC.  Double  elimination 
gave  BYU  another  chance.  But  the 
hopes  were  quickly  snuffed  out  in 
the  next  game  when  a fine 
University  of  Texas  team  defeated 
them  by  a score  of  6-0.  And  so 
ended  BYU’s  first  attempt  at  a 
World  Series. 

Of  interest,  some  may  remember 
Jim  Englehardt  and  Bob  Foderaro 
of  the  1967  team.  Jim  played  with 
Seattle  of  the  Triple  A Pacific 
Coast  League  and  Bob  played  with 
San  Jose.  Both  have  been  invited  to 
join  the  Los  Angeles  Angels  in  the 
spring  training  next  year.

Volleyballers  Open  Season

Cougar  athletic  fans  know  that 
BYU  sponsors  basketball,  baseball, 
swimming,  wrestUng,  and  so  on, 
but  how  many  know  that  BYU  had 
a nationally  ranked  volleyball  team 
last  year?  Or  who  is  aware  that 
BYU  has  produced  two 
all-Americans  and  an  Olympic 
coach? 

The  two  all-Americans  were 
John  Stanley  (who  also  played 
basketball  for  the  Cougars)  and  Jon 
Olstrom.  The  coach  was  John 
Lowell,  who,  because  of  his  success 
with  the  BYU  volleyball  program, 
was  offered  a position  with  the 
United  States  Olympic  Volleyball 
team,  a position  which  he  accepted 
and  now  holds. 

Last  year’s  Cougar  spikers 
finished  eighth  in  the  national 
standings.  Only  two  members  of 
that  team  are  back  this  year,  but 
Coach  Wilfred  Navalta  feels  that 
this  year’s  team  has  “a  lot  of 
potential”  and  expects  them  to  do 
as  well  as  last  year’s  team. 

SUCCESSFUL  TEAM 

Navalta,  who  was  a player  last 
year,  returned  to  serve  as  coach.  He 
is  from  Hawaii  as  are  several  of  the 
team  members.  Two  of  the  reasons 
for  BYU’s  success  in  volleyball  are 
the  volleyball  program  of  the  LDS 
church  and  the  beaches  of 
California  and  Hawaii. 

So  far  this  season  the  BYU 
volleyballers  have  played  only  in 
practice  tournaments,  one  in 


Denver  and  one  in  Salt  Lake  City. 
Navalta  says  the  team  is  looking 
strong;  and  in  the  contest  with  the 
more  experienced  club  in  Salt 
l^e,  ‘‘won  more  than  we  lost.” 

All  six  BYU  starters  will  be 
seeing  action  in  collegiate 
competition  for  the  first  time 
Saturday  when  they  travel  to  Santa 
Barbara,  Calif.  There  the  fledgling 
Cougars  will  compete  against  some 
of  the  best  teams  in  the  country 
including  San  Diego  State-last 
year’s  national  champion. 

“This  will  be  a real  initiation  for 
them,”  said  Coach  Navalta.  But  he 
added  that  the  team  has  come 
along  well,  and  he  expects  them  to 
surprise  a lot  of  people  Saturday.
